Sensational Incident in House 
Yesterday Between Speaker 
and Missouri Member 


CANNON SAYS THE ATTACK 
WAS MEANT FOR WILLIAMS 


Accuses Missourian of Using Him as 
Stalking Horse in Order to 
Vent His Anger at 
Minority Leader 
in House. 


Washington, March 27.—The house today 
Witnessed a most unusual scene, the 
speaker rising on the floor in the midst 
of a spirited discussion on reciprocity and 
tariff revision, and disclaiming responsi- 
bility for differences between minority 


members. 

It was toward the close of the debate 
on the urgency deficiency Dill which ap- 
propriates among other things for the 
forthcoming conference at Rio Janeiro, 
when Mr. Shackleford, of Missouri, rose 
to explain what he intended saying last 
week in relation to the Missouri volun- 
teers bill. when he was taken from the 
floor by Mr. Tawney, of Minnesota, who 
objected to the persofial character of the 
remarks. 

Mr. Shackleford read his remarks. The 
speaker instantly rose. Republicans gath- 
ered about their chief, democrats crowded 
the aisles: it was a highly dramatic mo- 
ment when the speaker, himself pale, re- 
plied. 

For Conference at Rio. 

A few paragraphs of the legislative ap- 
propriation bill were considered, and the 
tactics heretofore resorted to by Messrs, 
Prince and Hardwick in defeating provis- 
jons by points of order were resumed, 

Mr. Littauer. of New York. called up the 
urgency deficiency bill, and explaining the 
provisions of the bill, he said that the 
first item related to the third international 
conference of American states, to be held 
in Rio Janeiro, beginning July 2!, 1906. 

“There is no authorization in law,”" 
said Mr. Littauer, “for this appropriation 
unless it be in the authorization of the 
second international conference.’’

“The man who made the first Pan- 
American congress possible, James G.

The senate re- 
fuses to pass reciprocal treaties and it is 
only at the threat of the German em- 
pefor to inaugurate a tariff war that 
reciprocity triumphs.”

The quickest 
and the most effective way to bear the 
market is to create a.supply which ex- 
ceeds the worki’s demands. The bears 
of Wall street are simply betting that 
you will bear your own crop by over- 
planting; thet you and I will sell our 
cotton for less than !I5 cents because 
this very overplanting will force down 
the price. If you plant too much he will 
win. if you hold down your acreage he 
will lose. 

Did you ever stop to think why 
mules are so high? It is because of 
their scarcity; the supply is less than the 
demand. By preparing to plant a large 
acreage you are increasing that de- 
mand for mules and running up the 
price.

The Menace td Rural Free Delivery. | 

The people living along and locally 
interested in the rural free delivery 
routes—and particularly the weaker 
routes—in the southern § states, are 
getting anxious, as they have cause 
to be, over the fate of these strug- 
gling routes since the postoffice de 
partment has manifested an unmistak- 
able disposition to plunge the re- 
trenchment knife into the vitals of 
the non-self-supporting rural free de- 
livery routes—in the south. This of- 
ficial “‘pernicious activity” does not 
seem to be so much in evidence in 
the north. 

Mr. J. S. Shuck, writing to The 
Rome Tribune, notes the activity of 
the postoffice department inspectors 
along the all too few rural free deliv- 
ery routes in Georgia and the fact 
that the carriers have their instruc- 
tions to count the mail pieces and 
otherwise furnish the department a 
statistical pretext for summarily cut- 


ting off routes that do not make a 
strong enough showing. He warns 
all friends of the system in Georgia 
to be vigilant and aggressive in doing 
everything in their power to counter- 
act the movement to deprive many 
Georgia rural communities of their 
postal free delivery privilege, advis- 
ing them to write to their senators 
and congressmen to make persona! 
protest to the head postoffice depart- 
ment officials in Washington. This 
should be done, Mr. Shuck urges, 
whether one’s own particular route is 
threatened or not, for all should pull 
together in this unfortunate emer- 
gency.

~ Rhe floodtide of “explanation” and

The Springfield Republican gives 
utterance to the following comment, 
which exposes one of the queerest 
phases of the protracted defense the 
administration has seen fit to turn 
loose anent this unfortunate affair: 

What seems to have been a lively mo- 
tive for the slaughter of the Moros in 
the crater appears in the explanatory 
statement by Major Scott, published by 
authority of the war department, It was 
all the fault of the mountain and fits 
cup-like summit. “As that mountain and 
crater cannot be destroyed,’’ writes Ma- 
jor Scott, “it nwill always be a menace to 
peace and order in Jolo, unless the Moros 
for some superstitious reason shall avoid 
it hereafter.’’ How clear this makes all 
that has happened! If the mountain could 
not be driven from the Moros, the Moros 
could be driven from the mountain, and 
made also to stay away. The “super- 
stitious reason’’ for avoiding it doubtless 
now exists in every Moro’s mind, and 
with good reason. The rapid-fire can- 
non pumped the superstition into the 
pagians until not a one was left, but then 
there was such an overflow of supersti- 
tion that it has covered the entire sur- 
rounding country. 

It may not be out of place to sug- 
gest, as intimated by The Republil- 
can, that some of the “superstition” 
remaining in the unhappy island will 
germinate into something worse in 
the minds of other Moros, equally 
fanatical and reckless as their breth- 
ren who have gone to join the 
ghosts of the bénevolently assimi-

“Superstition” of this nature has 
a trick of lying dormant for some 
time, and then breaking out in unex- 
pected and appaling fashion. We 
can only hope that the “cannon

PREPARING FOR MONUMENT. 


Gainesville Daughters of Confederacy 
Will Erect Shaft. 
Gainesville, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)— 
The Daughters of the Confederacy ar 
making ready to begin work On the 
grounds in the center of the public square 
‘of the city preparatory to the erection of 
a confederate monument. A committee 
of ladies from Longstreet chapter of the 


Daughters of the Confederacy appeared 
before the city council Saturday night to 
ask the aid of the municipality in prepar- 
ing the grounds. ‘They presented plans 
and the council agreed to aid the commit- 
tee in every way possible. In addition 
to removing the trees, filling in and lev- 
eling up the grounds, the city voluntarily 
agreed to furnish the curbing. The circle 
in the. c@Ater of the square is 125 feet 
in diameter; this will be changed to a 
100-foot square surrounded by a 10-foot 
sidewalk. The work on the grounds will 
begin as soon as_ the street hands can get 
to it. The shade trees, which obstruct the 
view and would stain the marble, will be 


removed and later attractive shrubbery, 


will be planted in their stead. 

The monument to be erected will be 
about 27 feet in height, ang built of mar- 
ble’ ‘The style. will be somewhat. unique. 
the base running up about 20 feet, will 
be square, each section being smaller 
than the one it rests upon. This base 
wil} be crowned by the statue—a soldier 
at rest, 7 feet in height. The regula- 
tion slouch hat and uniform, much the 
same eg used everywhere, is the design 
that has been adopted. 

The base and other work will cost the 
comnittee about $2,000. The approxi- 
mate cost of the statute is yet unknown.

'WATSON’S SCHEME 
MENACES NATION 
AS WELL AS SOUTH

Washington, D. C., March 26.—<Spe- 
cial.)—Vital not only to the interests of 
the south, but to the safety of the re- 
gublic is the preservation of the present 
basis of representation in congress and 
the electoral college. according to the 
view of Hon. B. G. Humphreys, represen- 
tative in congress from the third district 
of Mississippi. 

Representative Humphreys is one of 
the ablest and most honored sons of 
Mississippi, the honored son of that fa- 
mous General Humphreys who was geov- 
ernor of his state from 1866 until 1869, 
when he was forcibly ejected from the 
executive mansion at Jackson by federa! 
soMiiers under the command of General 
Ames, who took charge as military gov- 
ernor of the state. The son was one 
of those gallant southerners who volun- 
teered and went to the front in the war 
with Spain. No man in his-state pos- 
Sesses in higher degree the confidence 
and support of the people. 

Watson Plan Blow to South. 

Like all other southern leaders, Repra- 
sentative Humphreys sees great danger 
not only to the democratic party of the 
nation, but to the best Interests of the 
south, in the proposition to reduce the 
representation of the south in congress 
and the electoral college so boldly advo- 
cated by Tom Watson in the last issue 
of his magazine. 

The spectacle of a southern man per- 
mitting his antipathy to the democratic 
party to carry him to the length of advo- 
cating this blow at the south, which in 
recent years has been advocated only by 
such bitter opponents of. the south as 
Keifer and Crumpacker, calls forth the 
unanimous criticism of the men who have 
been chosen to guard the interests of 
the southern states in the councils of the 
nation. They see in it not only the “in. 
famy”’ pictured by Representative Bowie. 
of Alabama, not only the mad fanaticism 
which would strike a death-blow to the 
south solely for the purpose of accom- 
plishing the overthrow of the democratic 
party, but they see in it great danger 
to the countny itself, 


Infamy of Watson Doctrine. 

When Tom Watson boldly declares that 
“it makes no difference’ to the south or 
her people if the representation of 
Georgia and her sister southern states is 
reduced to the plane suggested by Gen- 
eral Keifer, in his reduction bill, he laid 
bare the whole infamy of the present 
effort to destroy the democratic party to 
which the populist leader is devoting all 
his energies and tdlents. That the full 
meaning of this is understood by south- 
no man who talks with senators 
southern 


erners, 
and representatives from the 
states can for a moment doubt. They 
see, as Representative Bowie, of Ala- 
bama, so clearly showed, that southern 
division over this question can not fail 
to arouse the north to come to the 
support of the Keifer-Crumpacker pro- 
gram, which can have no life so long 
as the southern people stand solidly 
against it. 

But not the. democratic party alone, 
and not the south alone, can suffer, in 
the opinion of Representative Humph- 
reys, of Mississippi. He not only agrees 
with otherg that the materia] interests

“J think it is a matter of vital interest 
to the south and to the whole country 
that southern representation be main- 
tained both in congress and the electoral 
college,’ said Representative Humphreys. 

“lI am neither a prophet nor the son 
of a prophet, but I believe I can see 
far enough ahead. to know that we are 
going to need all of the conservatism 
we can muster in this big country in a 
very tew years. 

“There is going to be a very des- 
perate struggle for power before 
many campaigns are fought out, by 
an element as radical as the forces 
which ran riot immediately after the 
civil war. Every vote of the south 
will be needed, and in my opinion 
cast, in the electoral college to pre- 
serve the indestructibility of the 
states which form this indissoluble 


union. 

“The tendency to centralization is 
alarming now to those who adhere to 
the teachings of the fathers, and if the 
radicalism which is growing, and grow- 
ing fast, too, gets into power instead of 
being alarmed, we will be appalled.

“To say the least, it is remarkable 
that any one would seriousiy contend 
that any principle, any party, or any 
people—be they common or uncommon— 
could fare as well in a representative 
government with five votes as with ten. 
The north saved the union and proved 
it to be indissolubie. It will be left to 
the south to save the state and prove 
itt to be indestructibDie. 

“We may preach civil virtue to 
our hearts’ content, but we will never 
put it on the statute books without 
votes. An army with banners is a 
very splendid spectacle, but the army 
with bayonets wins the battle. In

South Carolina Law Disfranchises One-third White 
Voters of Statee--Tillman Admits It Does in 
Certain Elections---Columbia State De- 
clares It. Does in All. 


(From The Calumbia (8. C.) State.) 

QOUTH CAROLINA has a large ne- 
S gro majority; Georgia has a sub- 
stantial white majority. There was 
neither need nor popular demand for @ 
“disfranchising’*’ amendment when tne 
constitutional convention met in 1895, for 
it was then ten years since the negroes 
had evidenced sign of political life, Not 
one of them held office. Senator. 1l- 
man, with that high regard for the pa- 
triotism of his opponents which has 80 
distinguished his career, feared the use 
of the negro vote against him. That 
was the basis fer the Jaw restricting tne 
suffrage. While unquestionably aimed 
at the negro vote; the educational or 
property-owning qualification required to 
vote in South Carolina was not termed 


leged purpose was the elimination of the 
illiterate and -worthless voter, and it was 
argued that such 
spur the white boy to become literate. 
It was admitted that under such restric- 
tions thousands of whites would be dis- 
franchised; it is now known to every 
man who gives the question a thought 
that, in any election requiring registra- 
tion under the terms of the constituional 
amendment of 1895, thousands of white 
men must be disfranchised unless tne 
registration officers openly and flagrantly 
violate the law and issue registration 
certificates to legally disfranchised per- 
sons. The illiterate cannot vote if the 
election officers of the democratic party 
refuse to participate in fraud. 

But because all officers are chosen in 
white primaries, where general election 
qualifications are not required, and there 
being no republican opposition, there has 
been little incentive to register and a 
general test of the working of the law 
has not been made. The few “contests” 
by republicans for seats in congress have 
have been so farcial that many of the 
whites and large numbers of intelligent 
negroes have made no effort to register. 
The most general voting under the con- 
Stitutional restriction of suffrage, has 
been in those counties that have votea 
on ‘dispensary” or “no dispensary,” un- 
der the “Brice law.”’ That law requires 
that those who vote shall be registerea 
and that the qualifications to register 
shall be those fixed by the constitution 
—the qualifications for a “general elec- 
tion.”’ 


In Washington, February 1!9, Senator 
Tillman, in an interview printed in The 
States February 20, said: “I or anybody 
else who believes in having things done 
honestly and squarely don’t wart any 
Such law as the Brice law, whica dis- 
franchises one-third of the people.’’ As 
the people vote under the Brice law only 
with those restrictions piaced on the suf- 
frage by Senator Tillman’s personally- 
pushed-through ‘‘negro disfranchising 
amendment” to the constitution, his al- 
legation that whites were disfranchised 
by such restriction was commented on 
by The State. ° 

The Atlanta Constitution 
that editorial and thereupon The State 
was unwittingly introduced into the 
Georgia contest.

COUNSEL GOING 
TO WASHINGTON 


Will Argue Rawlings’ Case 
Before Supreme 
Court. 


The appeal of J. G. Rawlings and his 
two sons, who are under sentence of death 
in Lowndes county for the murder of the 
Carter children, to the supreme court: of 
the United States will be arguéd before 
that tribunal on Monday, next. 

Attorney General John C, Hart is pre- 
paring to leave the city for Washington . 
the latter part of the week for the pur- 
pose of representing the state in this ar- 
gument, while the defendants will be rep- 
resented by Attorney John kK. Cooper, of 
Macon. On account of its importance 
thie case has already been advanced on 
the supreme court docket, this step being 
taken at the state's request. 

Attorney Cooper is basing the appeal in 
behalf of his clients practically altogeth- 
er on the ground that the laws regarding 
trial by jury were not conformed to in the 
trial of old man Rawlings and his sons. 
It is claimed that the names‘of al] citi- 
zens who are not by law exempted from 
service on juries showld be placed in the 
jury boxes. On this ground, it is charged 
that the action of the jury commission- 
ers in leaving out of the jury boxes the 
names of lawyers, doctors and other pro- 
fessional men is violative of the letter and 
spirit of the constitution which guaran- 
teés every man the right of trial by a 
jury of his peers. 

Should the supreme court take this 
view of the case, it would, of course, 
delay the ultimate result, as there would 
have to be another trial. It would alse 
upset practically all of the courts of the 
state, because it is generally known that 
in not a single jury box do the names of 
the classes referred to appear, at least 
only in one or two instances. This hear- 
ing before the supreme court of the United 
States is, therefore, one of no little im- 
portance to the entire state, involving as 
it does a fundamental question.

warmth of greeting, which touches the 
heart and tones its pulsations to friend- 
ship, is to me like the coming home of 
a long absent wanderer, for one of my 
ancestors was Lieutenant Governor bur- 
well, of Virginia—and McKinley was 
born in that state—moved to the Caro- 
linas and was early appointed an asso- 
clate judge of the supreme court. 

Strange as it may seem, the history of 
our country discloses that two great 
armies, renowned for valor, the Hke of 
which the world had never seen before, 
contending each for teachings and 
traditions of its own section, created a 
sentiment of patriotism which gave tw 
us in later days an army invincible upon 
foreign soil. The lessons which their 
conflicts taught did not have to be re 
learned in 1898, but gave to our country 
an army well officered and equbpped, 
made up in many instances of the men 
of both the great armies of the sixties 
and their sons. 

What a splendid epoch of history mak- 
ing are the comrades of the blue and 
the gray then responsible for. 

The cry of an oppressed people 
heard and, without thought of aggran- 
dizement. a united people. amid an in- 
gtantaneous burst of patriotism and in 
less than thirty days from the declara- 
tion of war, organized a great army and 
@ great navy. The last vestige of an 
effete monarchy was driven from our 
American continent and Cuba was liber- 
ated; Porto Rico became a prosperous 
and happy country, dotted all over with 
American school houses; a great insur- 
ricetion was suppressed in the Pnilip- 
pines and the largest measure of civil 
govornment poasible was established. 

Next came the Chinese insurrection 
and the United States, first to scale the 
walls of Pekin, was first to dictate the 
policy of retirement and, through ite 
invincible arms and matchless diplomacy, 
became @ world-wide power. All this 
made it possible that the president of 
the United States, Theodore Roosevelt, 
our comrade of the Spanish war, coud 
Gictate peace in the Orient between Rus- 
gia and Japan. This advanced position 
of our nation has cast upon all new re- 

ties and duties, not the leagt of 
which is to teach in time of peace tne 
obligation to be prepared for war. No

Wisdom and patr?ot- 
ism must constrain, guide and direct us, 
in controlling these influences. No pow- 
er will be capable of controlling them 
and preserving our national development 
that is not inspired by character and 
patriotism. Therefore, it behooves us 
to teach the development of individual 
character and patriotism, for, ag -the 
individual, soa the nation, and, in the 
upbuilding of character and patriotism, 
are throwing around our nation a 
safeguard which will enable us to meet, 
grasp and control all great national 
emergencies. 

Then will the beautiful tribute of the 
poet, Kinney, to our national emblem be 
realized: 

“Flag of the union, float and fly. 


And as thy state-stars multiply | 
Group them together all so high, 
That they shall blaze one sun on high.’ | 

No one more completely axemplified 
this sentiment than him in whose mem- 
ory We meet today; courageous, resource- 
ful and loyal to his cause in war; up- 
right, steadfast and incorruptible in time 
of peace, deeply beloved and revered, 
his memory will ever linger with us a 
chastening and refining influence as pure 
as the fragrance of a beautiful flower.

Speech of ‘‘Corporal’’ James Tanner, Commander-in-Chief of the Grand ) 


( Army of the Republic, at the Wheeler Memorial Meeting in Atlanta yesterday. a 


N an afternoon two months ago 

« & as I was about to enter my 

office in “Washington “I was 

halted by a prominent member of the bar, 

who said to me, ‘How do you feel; where 
have you been?’ 

“T answered, ‘I have been witnessing 
a scene impossible to witness in any 
other country than ours and I am feeling 
a little prouder of my American citizen- 
I ever did before.’ 

"What was he asked me, and I 
answered that I had been to General 
Wheeler's funeral and there I had seen 
a great aggregation of people gathered 
together, people who came from widely 
separated localities, people who repre- 
sented every phase of religious and politi- 
cal belief, and who by their demeanor 
and subdued expressions. showed that they 
had not gathered in idle curiosity as is 
so often the case, but that they were 
there to testify their sincere sorrow that 
God had seen fit to,qall from among us 
this. distinguished sonfof ous. nation, 
“There ] saw the most distinguished of 
our land. our highest officials, from the 
president of the United States all down 
the line, gathered to do sincere honor to 
the memory of a man who spent four of 
the best years of his lMfe in trying to de 
stroy our union. I saw him go to his 
grave in the nation’s cemetery, its starry 
banner enshrouding his coffin—accorded 
the highest honors that it is possible to 
pay to an American. 

“What an object lesson it was to the 
representatives of the monarchies and 
republics of the world at large there as- 
sembled: what a guarantee of the per- 
peutity of our nation and of its future 
internal: peace! If the object and the re- 
sult of this great gathering were to be 
simply to praise the memory of a man 
brave among the bravest, of one con- 
cededly a great soldier, the result would 
not be worth the effort. 

“Brave men have existed in all the 
generations of time.

Fame Under Two Flags Was

The smoke of battle, the daring charge, 
the eloquent appeal of the statesman in 
behalf of his people, the quiet performing 
of the duties of citizenship, the cheers of 
devoted followers who wore both the 
gray and the blue—these all are gone, but 
there remains the revered memory of Gen- 
eral “Joe’’ Wheeler and his glorious deeds, 
left by him as a heritage and an inspira- 
tion for present and coming generations.

Corporal Tanner evoked the greatest 
enthusiasm by his splendid address. He 
is one of the most finished speakers 
ever heard in Atlanta. He is convinc- 
ing and ¢very word he utters seems to 
come straight from his heart. 


A Remarkable Occurrence. 

A remarkable thing happened during 
his speech. He boldly stated that no 
matter what others had said, candor 
compelled him to state that the confed- 
erate soldier did not manifest the highest 
type of courage On the battlefield. 

Tt was a statement that probably no 
other man, north or south, could have 
made to a southern audience without in- 
terruption.

IDEAL CAVALRYMAN 
OF ALL GREAT WARS 


Wheeler fully developed the ideal 
cavalryman as did no other before him 
or since. The infantry and artillery are 
essentially the fighting branches of the 
army. The cavalryman must not only 
fight. picket and scout, but he is re- 
guired to furnish reliable information to 
the commanding general. This latter duty 
is the most difficult one to perform, It 
calls for prudence, judgment, moral and 
Physical courage. The cavalry is the eyes 
and ears of the army, and though cer- 
tainly doomed to defeat, it is often 
necessary to fight overwhelming num- 
bers in order to secure this information. 

Wheeler's ability as a daring rider was 
demonstrated time and again. He rode 
around ‘Rosecrans’ and Sherman’s army 
at his own good pleasure, and no wagon 
train, railroad train or any other sort 
Of a train was safe from him. He went 
everywhere. He fought Rosecrans’ army 
for days, retarding thetr advance upon 
Murfreesboro, and the night before the 
battle he rode in the rear and destroyed 
his wagon trains and was out and gone 
before they knew it. A few days after 
the battle of Chickamauga . he rode 
around the federal army and destroyed 
over a thousand wagons loaded with sup- 


plies and ammunition and captured thou- 


sands of mules and horses and brought 
them ‘back to the army. He did the

Here 
he was without a peer in the world’s 
history—his record without a parallel. 
His method of guarding the flanks of 
the army and at the same time observ- 
ing every movement made by the enemy, 
both front and rear, has become a 
ter of history. No movement of 
enemy ever eluded his watchful eye, and 
the general in command was always noti- 
fied in time to counteract them. 

WO CALAMITIES CAME 

WITH WHEELER ON GUARD. 

Tt is a matier of history that none of 
the great calamities or defeats of the 
western army ever occurred when Whee- 
ler and his cavalry were present. 
When the battle of Missionary Ridge 
was fought, which proved so disastrous 
to our cause Wheeler was at Knoxville 
with Longstreet. When Atlanta was 
evacuated and the battle of Jonesboro 
was fought, Wheeler was on a raid in 
middle Tennessee. When the battle. of 
Franklin was fought. where our army 
was almost annihilated, Wheeler was 
facing Sherman in a daily fight through- 
out Sherman's march through Georgia, 
South Carolina and North Carolina. When 
it was necessary, Wheeler gismounted his 
men and put them in the ditches or 
Sreastworks. where they were equal to 
any emergency. They charged Sreast- 
works, batteries, or anything else, with 
the same determination and courage that 
ingpived the best of the veteran infantry. 
He possessed the confidence and respect 
of his men, and. still more, their love and 
affection.

In spite of the unfortunate jealousies 
which existed in the ranks of the officers 
of the army of the west, and the severai 
changes of commanders, Wheeler possess. 
ed the confidence of them all, and all of 
them complimented him in the highest 
terms upon his efficiency as an officer; 
and his rapig promotion, his age consid- 
a, I believe, is without a parallel dur- 
ing the entire war. At the age of 24, 
Wheeler was a lieutenant; at 25, a colo- 
nel; at 26, a brigadier general; at 27, a 
major general Commanding a corps; at 
28, a jieutenant general, commanding all 
the cavalry in his department. This rapid 
rise was phenomenal, but well earned 
and highly deserved. He was the jast of 
the confederate generals to _ recelve a 
command from the president of the con- 
federacy, and accompanied him _ to 
Fortress Monroe. He fought till the last 


hope expired. 
But General Wheelegs career does not 


end here. When the great civil strife 
was ended, he began with that energy so 
characteristic of him to build up the 
waste places and to redeem the section he 
loved so well from the devastations of 
war. None was more active than he, and
